Two arrests were made at the cor- 
ner of South Fifth avenue and West 
Madison street, when several profes- 
sional sluggers attempted to attack 
and beat a newsboy. at that corner. 
The men arrested, who gave the 
names of Martin Silver and Emil 
Creddin, were taken into custody by 
the police just as they were about to 
kick Edward Cleary, a newsboy, 
whom they had struck to the ground.

SUFFRAGE PENNANTS. 


Fifteen Thousand of Them Keep Step in Uniformed 

Parade Along Manhattan’s Arteries—Takes Column 
Two Hours to Pass Given Point—Leaders from All 

States and from Abroad Participate. 3 


EW YORK, May 1.— [Exclusive 

Dispatch.] In a harlequin uni- 

formed parade which unfolded its 
be-ribboned length along Fifth Ave- 
nue under a lilac-colored sky mottled 
with clouds as soft as white mull, 
woman suffrage marched today in the 
most significant demanstration ever 
attempted by it in this country. In 
numbers it approached, but probably 
did not surpass, an estimate of 15,000 
made by its organizers. It took two 
hours to pass a given point. 

It started on time and arrived in 
fair time, and kept much better step 
over its course from Washington 
Square to Fifty-seventh street and 
Seventh avenue than even the most 
sanguine of the skirted marshals ex- 
pected. 

Woman came forth today, true to 
her word when she promised to walk, 
in a flutter of determination. Yet she 
couldn't resist ignoring one of the 
final injunctions of Mrs. Harriet Stan- 
ton Blatch, “uniformity of dress was 
the dream of a s for us.” 

So the “artist dream” of the en- 
franchised woman was not realized 
except perhaps in the use of yellow. It 
was tucked and tied into bonnets and 
costumes, but it didn't have enough 
uniformity of white back of it to make 
the planned color scheme convincing. 
There were those in the parade who 
had come all the way from the fur- 
thest boundaries of the nation to re- 
port on the dot and step forth when 
the marshals blew lustily on their lit- 
tle silver whistles. From California 
to Maine, and from Wisconsin to 
Loulslana, came standard-bearers of 
the cause to assemble under the six-

So the surprised ones were the tens 
of thousands who occupied every van- 
tage place on either side of Fifth ave- 
nue and gazed almost incredulously 
as the colorful phalanxes tripped past 
to patriotic tunes and ragtime 
marches, each soldieress obeying or- 
ders—“keep head erect, shoulders 
back, eyes to the front and no talk- 
ing.“ 

At 4:57 p.m. the side-saddle cavalry 
swung into place at the head of the 
parade. This cavalry was attired in 
black costumes with natty black straw 
helmets bearing green cockades, and 
it rode in admirable formation. 
| The California marchers, who had 
as their emblem a grizzly bear on a 
white background, were led by Mrs. 
Mary Gamage, the first woman who 
cast a vote after equal suffrage was 
granted in that State. 

The inspiring demonstration was ex- 
tended northward and continued un- 
til shortly before 7 p.m., when the 
rear guard of the marchers saluted at 
dusk under the shadows of Carnegie 
Hall. Then gleamed forth the yellow 
lanterns of the woman suffrage party 
whose members had been in favor of 
a night parade. Under their glow 
the regiments of women about-faced 
and marched back for a short dis- 
tance of the course, speakers falling 
out of the ranks at block intervals 
to jump lightly on top of hand-car- 
ried stands from which they shouted 
the propaganda of “Votes for Wom-

Ross, chief of the secret agents of 
the Department of Justice here, that 
he should be arrested on the ground 
that he was aiding and abetting, on 
United States soil, revolt against a 
friendly power. 

Gomez went to the police station 
last night, but it was found that no 
evidence existed against him. Mr. 
Ross declared that he had no author- 


Gomez repaired to an obscure hotel. 
That he was not quite certain of 
the attitude of the United Stated au- 
thorities was shown today in the 
method which he used in getting into 
Juarez. He proceeded to the Rio 
Grande bridge, a mile west of the city 


and he drove rapidly back to Juarez. 

After being sworn in, the pro- 
visional President issued the following 
statement: 

“I came to Juarez to assume the 
provisional Presidency of the United 
States of Mexico, with the object of 
establishing peace throughout the 
country, through the success of the 
revolution.

The freight handlers are demand- 
ing half a day off on Satur with 
full pay, double time for working on 


Sundays and holidays, time and a 
half for all overtime and a minimum 
of 265 cents an hour, with the 
maximum as high as the managers 
will stand. 

Men close to the situation say the 
freight handlers, when they made 
their original demand, really did not 
expect the managers to grant them 
any concession. They were greatly 
surprised, it is said, when they were 
offered half their demands, and im- 
mediately decided to press for every- 
thing in the original demands. 

With the newspapers crippled by 
their strike and the police busy with 
that and the tugmen's strike, the 
time seemed most opportune to put 
— freight-handlers’ strike into et- 


Unless it is speedily adjusted the 
strike will seriously handicap traffic 
in and out of the city. Food sup- 
plies are not abundant, and the roads 
are just beginning to get into shape 
after the unusually hard winter. The 
strike will thus throw everything into 
confusion again. The managers say 
they cannot grant the demands, and 
must fight the strike to a finish. The 
city has promised all the police pro- 
tection necessary, but the entire force 
will be taxed to the utmost with three 
big strikes in progress. 

It is probable that an attempt will 
be made Monday morning to force 
the teamsters to refuse to deliver 
freight of any kind to the railroad 
freight houses. 

The strike, it was declared by 
union-labor leaders, will not be legal- 
ized, as the men struck without sub- 
mitting the matter to the Internation- 
al Executive Board.

BALTIMORE, May 4.—In the clos- 
ing speech of a fourteen-hour cam- 
paign trip through Maryland, Prest- 
dent Taft added a new chapter to the 
history of the Harvester trust here 
tonight. Speaking to an eudience that 
filled the Lyric Theater, Mr. Taft de- 
clared that Roosevelt did prevent the 
Prosecution of that “trust,” after 
George W. Perkins, one of its direc- 
tors, and now a Roosevelt supporter. 
had asked that the trust be not taken 
into court; intimated that Charles J. 
Bonaparte, Attorney-General under 
Mr. Roosevelt was “mistaken when 
he said that he (Mr. Taft,) was pres- 
ent at a Cabinet meeting, which de- 
cided against prosecution,” and said 
the diary of Herbert Knox Smith. 
then and now head of the bureau of 
corporations, proved that at the time 
referred to, he was on à trip around 
the world. 

Mr. Taft's exhibition of the Har- 
vester trust muddle was only one o“ 
the many points on which he attacked 
Col. Roosevelt. He said his predeces- 
sors attitude toward the trusts showed 
clearly that he wished.to perfect a 
~enevolent “despotism” that would 
discriminate between the good and 
the bad trusts, pointed out how Mr. 
Roosevelt had changed from his at- 
titude regarding his entrance inte the 
Presidential race, to that of being an 
active campaigner for the nomination 
and insisted that Roosevelt was striv- 
Ing to make this campaign one in 
which the man who had little should 
be arrayed against him who had 
more. In concise form he listed the 
achievements ot his administration 
and the charges which Rooseveit has 
made against it, declaring in mis 
term in the White House there had 
been more progressive legislation en- 
acted than in any previous 
dent's term since the Civil War. 

Mr. Taft's Baltimore speech came 
at fhe end of a day that took him 
over much of the central and south- 
eastern part of Maryland. In all, he 
made seven speeches to crowds that 
were attentive and that cheered him 
frequently. |

“Mr. Roosevelt says I am owned by 
the interests,” said Mr. Taft. “What 
I attempted to do in my administra- 
tion was to carry out Mr. Roosevelt's 
policies, and one of those policies I 
thought to be the prosecution of the 
trusts under the anti-trust law, and 
so I gave orders to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to prosecute every trust that he 
found violating the law. The only 
difference between me and Mr. Roose- 
velt is that I prosecuted the steel 
trust and I prosecuted the Harvester 
trust and he did not. 

“Now I am not making any charges 
against Mr. Roosevelt because he did 
not prosecute. He changed his mind 
about the operation of the anti-trust 
law, and he thinks now that its opera- 
tion is not good, and he criticises me 
because I prosecuted the Standard Oi) 
Company and the American Tobacco 
trust through the supreme court and

“George Perkins, a director of the 
Harvester trust and a director of the 
steel trust, says the prosecutions do 
not amount to anything.

PARIS. May 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
Patch.] France's troubles in Morocco, 
which for a long time were regarded 
by many as of little importance and 
ignored by others, are now taking up 
much space in the leading newspa- 
pers . Energetic measures are being 
taken by the government to suppress 
the rebellion and re-enforcements are 
constantly being sent to the scene. 

Details of the pillaging on the part 
of the tribes are gradually coming in. 
The number of Jews who took refuge 
in the grounds of the Sultan's pal- 
ace in Fez during the pillage of their 
quarter was 10,000, and these, now 
homeless and destitute, are in urgent 
need of aid. 

The plilage ot the Jewish quarter 
Was complete. It is estimated that 
one-third of the houses were wrecked 
and burned. Fifty-three bodies have 
been recovered and thirty-three Jews 


are under treatment in the French 
hospital.

Secretary of State, Here Twenty Minutes, Makes 


Promise to Americans in 


Mexico and Vill Meet a 


Delegation Upon His Return This Week—Will Speake 
in Los Angeles Next Thur sday Evening. 5 


ECRETARY OF STATE PHIL- 
8 ANDER C. KNOX spent a — 

twenty minutes in Los Angeles 
yesterday, but he absolutely and un- 


riving at the Arcade station at 2:03 
p.m., Mr. Knox shook hands  witn 
nearly a hundred persons, greeted a 
number of old friends, listened to a 
brief statement from the head of a 
delegation of Mexican refugees, talked 
to a dozen newspaper men, and left 
at 2:25 p.m., for Santa Barbara. 
The first qpestion that was fired at 
the Secreta of State was this: 
Wnat do you think of the spread- 
ing sentiment for President Taft?” 
The Secretary's eyes crinkled as his 
face broke into a smile. . 
“I made a promise to myself when 
I left Washington that I would not 
talk politics on this trip.“ he re- 
plied. “I do not want to talk politics, 
either international or domestic.“ 
Then you have nothing to say re- 
garding Col. Roosevelt or hig efforts 
to capture a third term?“ was in- 
quired. 
“Nothing,” was the brief response. 
However, the Secretary, despite his 
promise to himself, will talk politics 
—seound politics—in Los Angeles. He 
will give his views from the speak-

Friends of Dr. H. L. Wells, the 
head physician of the Normal Life 
Company caused an investigation to 
be made yesterday regarding his 
status as a physician, with the result 
that the doctor was fully vindicated 
of the charges that he had not been 


the registered in California as required 


by law. 

Fred Williams, Deputy Coroner, an- 
nounced that the certificate issued to 
the doctor had been. misplaced, thus 
causing the Coroner’s office to make 
an investigation regarding Dr. Welles 
authority in signing a death certi- 
ficate in the case of Mrs. Parkhurst, 
which was reported a few days ago. 

“While the Coroner's office has no 
apology to make in the premises, we 
are giad to say that Dr. Wells is a 
registered physician ahd as such is al- 
lowed by law to sign death certifi- 
cates,” sald Deputy Coroner WII- 
liame, 

“The certificate had been mislaid 
and it was the duty of this office to 
investigate the standing of the phy- 
sicfan before we allowed the funeral 
to proceed.” 

Referernce to the degrees held by 
Dr. Wells shows that he has been a 
qualified physician for many years 
and it was only through error that 


his authority was called into .ques- 


tion. 


The task of getting out sample 
ballots to all the voters in the coun- 
ty was ended yesterday and the 
agency which obtained the contract 
from the Supervisors will be paid.

In a word, both sides are claiming 
a victory at the coming election, which 
in many ways will be one of the most 
important ever held in the city. State- 
ments that hotel managers made at 
different times last winter to the ef- 
fect that the business of the large 
hotels cannot successfully continue 
if an ordinance so strict as the pro- 
hibition ordinance is enacted are con- 
stantly referred to by both sides. Mem-

Interesting statement by 8. A. .Bul- 
finch, Los Angeles Agent of the 
Union Ice Company.

“The Citizens Ice Company, a lo- 
cal company, backed by solid men of 
this community, built the plant now 
owned by the National Ice Company. 
It sold all the ice the plant could 
make. Yet after running for two 
years was happy to dispose of its 
plant to the National Ice Company, a 
San Francisco corporation, as I have 
understood at less than 50 cents on 
the dollar. 
“More recently the Vacuum Ice 
Company bullt a plant and after a 
season’s operation closed up. I have 
been told it suffered practically a to- 
tal loss. 
“Only a year ago, the Arctic Ice 
Company, after littl more than a 
year’s struggle, discontinued business. 
“The Merchants’ Ice Company has 
been running for seven years, doing a 
large cold store and ice business. I 
am told it has paid but two dividends 
in all this time. 
“The Los Angeles Ice and Cold 
Storage Company, I understand, did 
not pay a single dividend during fif- 
teen years of its existence, notwith- 
standing its well known 

management. 
“The Union Ice Company, with 
branches all over this State, has

“In the City of Chicago ice sold to 
the trade commands a better price 
than is paid here in Los Angeles.

WASHINGTON, May 1.— Charles 
Elroy Townsend and his attractive 
wife have been among the popular 
Congressional folks for the past ten 
years. They furnish the type of peo- 
ple to whom the adjective “young” 
will cling even when they are in the 
Geclining years of life. 

“We have long ago grown used to 
being described as ‘young 3 
said Mrs. Townsend, 
it seemed as though our entire fame 
Was to be expressed in juvenility. We 
were sworn chums when very young, 
we married young even for the Mid- 
dle West, when a man takes on him- 
self the burden of a home when he 
barely sees a living ahead, and all the 
consolation and rewards seem to have 
come while we are still enthusiastic 
over life and able to enjoy everything. 
I was quite a small child when I began 
to go with Charlie Townsend. We 
went to the same school, used to * 
confidants and allies, and many 
problem of the three invisible ‘R's’ 
he helped me to solve. My husband’s 
parents and mine came from Atlantic 
seaboard. Mine came from New York 
State and settled in Concord, Mich., 
when the fame of the West lured 
many from comfortable homes to 
break the ground and fell the trees | 
of the wilderness.

Look- 
ing back now, the way seemed long 
and filled with obstacles, but we were 
never so happy as during this period 
of probation. One year Mr. Townsend 
spent in the University of Michigan, 
in the literary department, and this 
was indeed a red letter time. Finally 
in 1895, he went up for the bar ex- 
amination, a self-taught man, and 
passed with a splendid record. He 
has practiced law ever since, and ell 
the onors which have come, I be- 
lieve, have been because of his solid 
legal knowledge and conscientious per- 
formance of public duty.”

The thread 
in the needle is fed from a giant 
spool a foot high, which contains 
twelve thousand yards.

THE CANDLE AND THE FLAME. George 
Sytvester Viereck. Moffat, * 


Tard & Co. 

EBORGE SYLVESTER VIERECK, 
America’s literary boy wonder, 

gets another bomb under prudery 
by the publication of his book of 
poems, “The Candle and the Flame.“ 
It has been several years since the 
conservatives sat up and rubbed their 
eyes when he flung defiance in their 
teeth with “Nineveh, and Other 
Poems." In the meantime a change 
has been going on in this bilingual 
prodigy. Modernization has set in on 
his work—not modernization of senti- 
ment so much as of execution. Vie- 
reck calls it evolution from the physi- 
cal to the metaphysical, He explains 
it carefully in the introduction of 
his new book; but those who seek 
abstractions in his literary output will 
seek in vain. If there is a hint of 
metaphysics occasionally, it is found- 
ed—believe me!—it is founded on a 
very definite and concrete basis. And 
the physical element in all instances 
dominates. | | 
Viereck explains that this is to be 
his last book of poetry. Says he: 
“I have the unique sensation of 
experiencing at 27 what Ibsen experi- 
enced at 70. Already the younger 
generation is knocking at the gate. 
Let the doors be swung wide open! 
This book, poetic youth of America, 
is my parting gift to you.” 
This decision was made when Vie- 
reck discovered that his was not the 
creative but the dynamic tempera- 
ment.

Farewell, adios, adieu, ae, vale. 
Having thus, with lofty phrase and 
affecting rhetoric, parted company 
With a poet let us inspect his swan- 
Song. Duty compels me to report that 
“The Candle and the Flame” is one 
of the most significant books of 
Poetry to come out of America. I 
Say “duty,” for, truth to tell, it would 
easier, more popular, and more 
Pleasing to the vast majority to de- 
nounce Viereck as a degenerate, a 
decadent, a marplot, a befeathered 
Scaramouch, @ poseur—anything and 
everything bestial, vile, dis- 
Staceful, low, despicable, contempt- 
ible, ignoble, scurvy, sinful, impure, 
Vicious, iniquitous, worthless, miser- 
able, mean, foul, immoral, corrupt, 
» licentious, lewd, smutty, filthy, 
gross, unchaste, brazen, inde- 
dor ous, tainted, wicked, debased, dis- 
Solute, profligate, abandoned, defiled, 
shameless, demoralized, vitiated, false, 
Gegenerate, lax, wanton, debauched, 
ivious, lecherous and libidinous, 
But I shall leave this for the gentle 
Moralists who believe that all human 
actions which give pleasure are fun- 
damentally base. Let them pounce 
Upon this poet with their v ul- 
artes of derogation and contumely.

N “PARIS A LA CARTE,” by Jul- 

lan Street, we have an example of 

an excellent theme, bristling with 
possibilities, inadequately handled. It 
is unfortunate, for Street has spoiled 
the subject for another writer—or 
perhaps even for himself, for there 
are evidences in this author's other 
writings which point to the fact that 
he is capable of better work. The 
fault lies, perhaps, in the fact 
the story was written to grder for a 
magazine whose very name is eno 
to make intelligent people shun it. 
The article appeared originally in 
Everybody's, but did not attain the 
length to which it is carried in its 
present book form.

The change is not an uninteresting 
one, for it leads us to the outdoor 
resorts. and from there it is but a 
step to the Bols and the Champs 
a’ Elysees.

Some oasis, eh, this Los Angeles 
town, Mr. Shriner? Worth the trip 
across the hot sands, isn’t it? What 
do you think of our big buildings, our 
beautiful mansions, our cosy, rose- 
embowered bungalows, our get-up- 
and hustle, our general air of pros- 
perity? You, that have never been 
here before, aren't you a bit amazed 
to find such a city as this tucked 
away in the southwest corner of the 
United States? And you, that haven't 
been here for three or four * 
you ever in your life see anything so 
marvelous as the way Los Angeles 
is forging ahead? Can you wonder 
that we are taking on metropolitan 
airs? | 

Mr. Noble, you are earnestly re- 
quested to have a look at the first 
page of Part VI in today’s big Times. 
On that page there is told without 
words and without comment the 
story of the Los Angeles that is and 
of the Los Angeles that is to be. Ev- 
ery one of the buildings pictured is a 
1912 project in the sense that it is 
to be or has been completed or started 
during the present year. Pictures of 
at least a half-dozen 1912 structures 
of equal importance were not avail- 
able for publication at the time the 
page was made up.

Cleveland, 7890; Minneapolis, 6121; 
Cincinnati, 11,129; Boston, 4277; 
Kansas City, 4538; Milwaukee, 6189; 
Pittsburgh, 4035; Newark, 2966; Buf- 
falo, 3393; Rochester, 8680, and Bal- 
timore, 3489. These are the exact 
figures for the cities in question, many 
of which, you will note, are as yet 
ahead of Los Angeles in point of 
population.

CITRUS CHLOROSIS. 
Prof- J. H. Loughridge of the Uni- 
versity of California arrived here this 
morning to continue a series of ex- 
periments, upon which he has been 
at work for the past several years, to 
determine the cause of the disease 
called chlorosis of citrus trees. The 
professor hopes to devise some means

“Several years ago I became inter- 
ested in the progress of these experi- 
ments. After two years of close 
study I was Ralf convinced that they 
had proved successful. Then I visit- 
ed the country. The conclusions I 
then reached have not been changed 
by my present visit. 

The country nas been socialized 
about as much as it can be. The 
government owns the railroads, tele- 
graph and telephone lines. It issues 
life and fire insurance policies. It 
runs banks. Yet it is hopelessly in 
debt. Why? 
ment has been inefficient and extrava- 
gant. Its lite insurance, for one 
thing, has maintained itself. But it 
has tried so many other experiments 
that it has had to borrow vast sums to 
make up deficits and now about 25 
per cent. of its income is used in 
paying the interest on these loans. 
About one person in five is a govern- 
ment employee. 

“Labor unions have been in con- 
trol and the results have been bad. 
Capitalistic exploitation is undesir- 
able, but labor exploitation is just as 
bad. The socialists have long point- 
ed with pride to New Zealand and in- 
sisted that in that country they had 
obtained industrial peace; that strikes 
and lockouts were forbidden by law 
and that judicial decisions had taken 
their place.

The Premier, Sir Joseph 
Ward, of course, voted with the gov- 
ernment, which gave it a bare majori- 
ty of one.

MAKE WAR ON BIRDS. — 
—ů— 

People of Porto Rico Eat Every- 

thing That Flies, and Even the 

Unhbatched Eggs. 

{Washington Star:! Birds, pov- 
erty and agricultural depression form 
the features of a report on wild life 
in Porto Rico, just made to the De- 
partment of Agriculture by Alexander 
Wetmore of the biological survey, who 
was sent specially to report on the bird 
life of the island. Porto Rico has ad- 
van wonderfully since the Amer- 
ican cupation, it is declared, her 
foreign trade having increased about 
400 per cent.. most of it with the 
United States, and the total trade bal- 
ance ts in her favor. The plantations 
are doing better than they have ever 
before, and the local government has 
decided to establish a Department of 
Agriculture. 

The insular government hardly 
knew where to begin this line of work, 
but one thing was obvious. it was 
stated. and this was that there was 
very little bird life in the island, and 
it was at the same time realized that 
birdg were a necessary adjunct of 
successful agriculture... The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture here was asked 
to examine the situation, find out what 
birds were the scarcest. and to make 
recommendations for the tmportation 
of desirable varieties. Mr. Wetmore. 


who formerly was a resident of Wash- 
— selected for the examina- 
on. 


It was thought at first that the 
mongoose was principally responsible 
for the absence of bird ‘life. This 
bloodthirsty little beast waB introduced 
in the island years ago, about the same 
time he was let loose on Jamaica. He 
has cleaned out almost eu ground- 
nesting bird in the island, and many 
of the birds that formerly built low 
in bushes. This is regarded as one of 
the chief evils of mongoose infesta- 
tion, and is one reason why he is so 
rigorously excluded from the United 
States. 

But Mr. Wetmore found there was 
another potent factor in the bird life 
problem. For years the natives have 
been the victims of the most grinding 
poverty, and they have formed the 
habit of eating any sort of birds they 
can get. They made no distinction of 
game birds or song birds. Wherever 
there is a nest within reaching dis- 
tance of a road or trail it is robbed. 
It there are young birds there, well 
and good. They eat them and, if 
possible, kill the parent birds. If 
there is nothing but eggs they will eat 
them for fear some one else should 
find them before they hatch. 

No bird is safe, from a humming

bing. bird- killing habit seems to do 
worst among the Itatlan laborers. It

is an intelligent, honest and unap- 
proachable inspector for every dis- 
trict to see that the pavement is kept 
in repair. It is the same with the 
eephalt. though, of course, they 
haven't as much asphalt here as we 
have in American cities. They take up 
a little at a time and it costs a dollar 
and saves hundreds. Kept constantly 
in repair in this way, it is only once 
in years that a whole street needs 
to be repaired and, consequently, se- 
rious interference with traffic is avoid- 
ed. It ts so inordinately simple, just 
having men to look after things with 
some interest beyond—well, with in- 
terest in their work. The absence of 
intelligence on the part of public of- 
ficials at home, or the absence of 
wanting to do the thing right, is one 
of the most appaling omissions of pub- 
lic municipal management in America. 

“The perfection of the regulation 
of the traffic here,” Mr. Selfridge | 
went on, “often has been commented 
upon, but it ia nothing short of won- 
derful when you consider that there 
are three times as many self-propelled 
vehicles here as in any other city in 
the world running from 6 the 
morning until 1 at night, and that 
the con of it is Universally 


“Another point. In London, no 
bullder is allowed, through favorit- 
ism, to block up three-fourths of the 
street with building materials, as so 
often happens in American cities. 
When we were dullding the Self- 
ridge store in Oxford street, we were 
not allowed to use one inch of the 
pavement. After we got above the 
foundation, we were allowed to put 
up a boarding over the sidewalk, and 
carry out building materials on that, 
while pedestrians were passing ome 
as before, underneath. The fact 
that. in contrast to what happens in 
the United States, British officials are 

elected by the public,.and realize that 

they are elected to do what is best 
| for the greatest number, and no pow-

“Yet there is a lot of local criti- 
cism of street management here,” I 
put in. “You know, Londoners say, 
among other things, that the streets 
are always up.” 
“Londoners,” replied Mr. Selfridge, 
“complain about what exists here in 
comparison with what they would 
like. In other words they compare 
the present street management with 
perfection. If they knew how other 
cities—~American cities, for instance 
were conducted wouldn't 
complain at all. I thought of this a 
few days. ago when, while driving 
through the country, my chauffeur 
turned around and said: ‘This road 
is in rotten bad shape. Well, per- 
haps the road was a bit short of per- 
fection in which most roads in this 
country are kept, and‘of the perfec- 
tion to which it would be brought 
within a week or so, but it was noth- 
ine more. My man was fust a rep- 
resentative Londoner. They are ex- 
tremely critical. and  intelligentiv 
critical. but so far as street manage- 
ment is concerned they criticise it as 
compared with the ideal.”

which furnishes what its known as 
an “iron” road, on account of its 
imperviousness,’ all are used in pav- 
ing the streets of this metropolis. In 
the Borough of Westminster. for ex- 
ample, there are forty miles of wood 
paving, twenty-five of asphalt, twenty 
of macadam, twelve of granite and 
three described as miscellaneous.“ 
The wood pavement has proved 
cheapest, and the authorities are well 
satisfied with it, the square blocks 
wearing down evenly from five te 
two inches in thickness in the course 
of from eight to twelve years, accord - 
ing to. the heaviness of the traffic. 
Oddly enough, there is disagreement 
between the English and German 
municipal authorities in regard to 
wood pavement, the latter declaring 
hardwood from Australia the only 
satisfactory variety, while the Lon- 
doners declare that Norway deal, 
pavement, and lasts twice as long. 
Asphalt is found easier to keep clean 
properly creosoted, is by far the best 
and far more sanitary than the wood 
pavement, from which a dust arises 
that is said to be a prolific cause of 
diptheria, but the slipperiness of the 
asphalt after a sli¢ht rainfall is re- 
garded as a serious drawback, espe- 
clally since the introduction of motor 
traffic.

IT MAY be taken . granted that 
T MAY be täken for granted that 
the participators in the recent 
for one moment take into considera- 
tien the fact that for every one of the 
workers in the worsted and cotton 
mille there the capital inves: ment in 
the milis is $2636.

To make matters worse the coal min- 
ers went on a general strike at the 
same time, which was more deter- 
mined and prolonged than the rail- 
road strike. The worst day was July 
20, 1877, when incendiarism was ram- 
pant. Hundreds of cars and other 
Tailroad property were burned at a 
direct loss to the railroads of 510. 
000,000. By the end of July the strike 
petered out and on August 1 normal | 
conditions prevailed in both freight 
and passenger traffic. This big strike 
closed without any benefit whatever | 
to the strikers, while they lost mil- 
lions of dollars in wages. 

The next month, August, 1877, came 
the coal strike, centering in Pennsyl- 
rvania. It lasted through August, oc- 
cupying thousands of troops. It was 
ended by an advance of 10 per cent. 
in wages. 

In May, 1904, began the great Pull- 
man Car Works strike at Chicago, 
which developed into the greatest 
contest between labor and capital 
which ever afflicted this country. It 
was a movement for higher wages. 
After several weeks it was extended 
to the railroads, as they refused to 
stop running Pullman cars. The 
American Railway Union, under Eu- 
gene V. Debs, took command of the 
strike with the Railway General Man- 
agers’ Association on the other side. 
By July 1 railroad traffic had almost 
entirely been suspended throughout 
the West and South. As the mails 
were interfered with, President Cleve- 
land ordered out the soldiers, who 
camped on Michigan avenue, Chicago, 
‘and the Lake Front, in command of 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles. This action of 
Cleveland's was generally approved by 
the country. Similar action at this 
day under similar circumstances 
would also be similarly approved, in 
spite of militant trades unions, I. W. 
W.’s, Socialists and the like disturb- 
ers of industrial peace and industrial 
progressiveness. After weeks of vio- 
lence this strike also fizzled out with- 
out benefit to the strikers, as do all 
strikes which have not a majority— 
a good majority—of public sympathy 
behind them. Hence the cautiousness 
as to strikes displayed nowadays by 
such leading labor leaders as are be- 
yond the control of such men as Hay- 
wood, ompers, Debs, Harriman, 
Tveitm Johannsen, Gallagher, Mc- 
Carthy and others of that ilk. | 

Striking has come to a pretty pass 
—that is, petty striking— when even 
Bing Sing penitentiary, New aoa 
has three strikes for “more food,” 
it did on April 24.

{American Industries:] Half truths 
are often more unsatisfactory and 
misleading than actual misstatements. 
When the Hun. Seth Fo uttered 
his now famous pancgyric of Samuel 
Gompers at the recent convention of 
the National Civic Federation, he 
urged employers to recognize the 
rights of laborers to organize in trade 
unions as “agencies for collective 
bargaining.” He failed to add that 
collective bargaining on the part of 
organized labor is predicated on the 
“closed shop.” In other words the 
first requisite in any attempt at col- 
lective bargaining between employer 
and employee is that the former must 
conduct his business on a “closed 
shop” basis. This un-American and 
uniust viewpoint apparently meets 
with the enthusiastic approval of the 
editor of the Outlook who, in a recent 
editoriai refers to the Hon. Seth 
Low's address as “an able defense of 
the labor union.” With this viewpoint 
the Hon. William McCarroll, mem- 
ber of the Public Service Commission 
of New York, takes issue in the fol- 
lowing letter:

and that not theirs. 

‘“he fundamental reason of antagOn- 
‘ism is that the “collective bargain- 
ing’’ on the side of the labor unions 
involves and is based upon insistence 
on the “closed shop.” The “collec- 
bargaining” is only incidental to 
that. The “closed shop,” in the judg- 
ment of those who oppose it, is un- 
American and, indeed. un- Thristian. 
It involves debarring from em- 
ployment any workman, however good 
4 mechanic, however excellent a citi- 
zen, who is not, and does not choose 
to become affiliated with a labor un- 
fon. Besides being wrong and inde- 
fensible in principle, the position of 
labor unions in seeking to compe) the 
“closed shop,” often by unlawful 
means,—plus dynamite,—is an effort 
of the minority to coerce the majority 
of American workingmen. 

You are doubtless aware of the 
fact that the membership of the la- 
bor unions represents only a small 
proportion, speaking in the by and | 
large, of the American -workingmen; 
but even were it a large majority, it 
is intolerable that the freedom of 
any body of citizens to work when,. 
where or for whom they please, 
should be questioned or invaded. I 
do not need to say any more as to the 
extremities of lawlessness to which 
the unions have resorted in endeavor- 
ing to enforce this. It is but carry- 
ing out to its logical end, in a cer- 
tain sense, the proposition of the 
fundamentally wrong “closed shop.” 
Until that is abandoned with all ita 
incidental wrongs, it does little good, 
but a great deal of harm, to defend 
those who stand for it. 

I do not dissent from the opinion 
that the labor unions have been of 
great advantage to the workingman. I 
belleve ingthem. I believe that they 
have a wide field of utmost usefulness, 
Membership in a labor union should 
be an evidence of capable workman- 
ship, industry, sobriety and good cit- 
izenship—qualities which are char- 
acteristic individually of the Amert- 
can workingman. Such membership 
should be as much a badge of honor 
as that in any professional society or 
association is to the professional man. 
Happily there are some examples of 
labor unions of which this is true. 
Unfortunately it cannot be said to 
be so in general of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. I submit that it 
would be very much more in the in- 
terest of good order and good citi- 
zenship and of the labor unions them- 

selves that these useful ends should

The pension system of the United 
States Steel Corporation is the most 
generous, so far as known, of any 
concern employing thousands of work 
men. The steel corporation’s employ- 
ees contribute nothing to the pen- 
sion fund. It is a purely voluntary 
expenditure on the part of the com- 
pany, which costs the men nothing, 
not even the trouble of looking after 
it. A man loses nothing by leaving 
the service of the corporation because 
he has invested nothing, nor has he 
had anything deducted from his 
wages. It has not crippled and it 
cannot cripple the independence of 
‘the men. An the other hand, the 
company’s plan is far more liberal 
than that proposed by President Taft 
for the benefit of civil service employ- 
ees, or than the plans adopted by some 
leading railroads. Mr. Taft thinks 
that the government employees should 
contribute. The’ steel corporation 
asks uo such thing. The company has 
not been in existence very long, and, 


naturally, the pension system is still 
in its infancy; but the company is 
already paying pensions at the rate 
of $30,000 a month to about 2000 
old employces. 

While time enough has not elapsed | 
to show the full results of the pension 
plan, the benefits derived by employ- 
ees from the company’s accident re- 
lief plan have been amply demon- 
strated already. Regardless of legal 
Hability, the men are taken care of 
when hurt, and in case of death their 
families are provided for. This volun- 
tary relief is now. costing the company 
$1,500,000 a year without taking into 
account money —_— in providing 
safety devices. very improvement 
of the kind that can be devised is 
promptly put in use and the company 
is spending an additional $1,000,000 
a year in this way to minimize em- 
ployees’ risk. 

As the result of its efforts to pre- 
vent accidents, the United States Steel 
Corporation has in five years reduced 
— number of serious accidents to its 

loyees occurring in the course ot 
thelr work, to one-half the number 
which occurred annually five years 
ago. This means that there now 
escape injury each year over 2500 
men who would have been killed or 
injured under the conditions of five 
vears ago.

SHIPPING BANANAS. 


Much Care Ia Needed to Prevent 

Then Becoming Overripe Before 

Reaching Home Port. | 

[New York Sun:] Before the 
banana reaches the breakfast table 
or the hawker's van it may journey 
2000 miles and pass through half a 
dozen different hands, The consumer 
is generally critical and troubles not 
at all about how, when or where the 
banana came from so long as it is in 
good condition and to his liking. 

The shipment of bananas twenty 
years ago was a problem the solution 
of which the consumer had to pay 
for. but now he reaps the profit of 
experience in transportation. Ba- 
nanas shipped to America generally 
come from the West Indies, the Cen- 
tral America republics, Mexico or 
South America, and such great strides 


for their shipment, that as e 

pared with the 50 per cent. loss of 
twenty years ago from the time the 
fruit left the banana groves until it 
reached the consumer’s table, the 
loss is now figured out at a half of 1 
per cent. in a special shipment, 

With the growth of the banana 
traffic the banana boats came into be- 
ing, and a special line of steamers 
runs to the South American ports 
solely for the conveyance of the fruit 
to northern shores. Refrigerator 
steamers were built capable of hand- 


special provisions made for their ) 
care when on board. Nowadays in 
boats of five and six thousand tons 
capacity the facilities for the care of 
the fruit are unrivaled, and a banana 
boat is unlike any other steamer. In 
the holds, instead of having room for 
a cargo there are partitions extend- 
ing from the well of the ship to the 
deck. Along the beams in each com- 
partment are hundreds of hooks. 
They are used to sling the bunches of 
bananas upon, for bananas should 
not be shipped with one bunch touch- 
ing another. 

The fruit is first picked green by 


steamer in boats. As each boatload 
is taken aboard the bunches are 
placed in the refrigerators and slung 
on the beam hooks a few inches 
apart. When every compartment ts 
filled, the steamer proceeds on her 
journey. To every few compartments 
there is a man in charge whose duty 
it is to examine the bunches every 
day and see that they do not get 
overripe* during the voyage. These 
men have an electric lamp, and, 
crouching on their hands and knees, 
they go from bunch to bunch, exam- 
ining each carefully to see whether 
there are any signs of decay. Should 
a banana bunch show any tendency ta 
become overripe it is at once taken 
down from its hook and brought out 
on deck to be consumed by the ship's 
passengers or crew or else flung over- 
board. Careful note is made of the 
bunch was hung 
and a detailed examination made of 
the bananas surrounding it, for one 
overripe bunch in the course of a 
single night is apt to contaminate 
others unless a careful watch is kept. 
The watch on the fruit ‘is redoubled 
when the ship is nearing its destina-

The safety committee sends to all 
the mills, mines and plants independ- 
ent inspectors responsible only to the 
committee and chosen from some 
company which maintains rivalry with 
the plants whose mills are under in- 
spection. These inspectors criticise 
everything which they consider unsafe 
and commend all effective safe-guard- 
ing: They report directly to the safe- 
ty committee. The recommendations 
of these inspectors are considered by 


the committee and, if approved, are | 


sent to the company concerned with 
a request for a report in thirty days 
showing what has been done about 
them. In the rare cases of disagree- 
ment between the inspectors and the 
plant official’, members of the safety 
nn make a personal investiga- 

In three years these inspectors of 

the committee made 7000 recommen- 


dations—from important matters such 


as building a $30,000 subway under 
the railroad tracks to details such as 
washing’ the windows of a sbop. Of 
these 7000 recommendations all but 
400 were immediately carried out bv 
the companies concerned. 

There is no term of probation or 
signing of agreements for emplovees 
preliminary to receiving the benefits 
he voluntary relief plan.

{Country Life:] Travelers in the 
tropics wonder at the ease of flight{of 
the wandering albatross and the ma 
o-war bird, but for perfect poise and 
majestic carriage, it is not necessary 
to seek further than the American 
osprey or fishhawk. : 

Owing to its abundance this bird 
is not appreciated in this country, and 
even the visitors to such near-by sum- 
mer retreats as Atlantic Highlands 
and Shelter Island must surely have 
seen ospreys or their bulky nests, 

The bird's abundance throughout 
the eastern range, from Newfound- 
land to Florida, has resulted in his 
being looked upon by most people 
with only common interest, but for 
the bird student this imposing hawk 

ses a charm and fascination 
which never wane. His nest, flight, 
hunting habits, all proclaim him a 
noble creature. Even when harried 
by the kingbird or redwing he strives 
to preserve his dignity, pursuing an 
even course and ignoring his diminu- 
tive tormentor.

BULTANA. 

Three miles due west of Orosi is 
the town of Sultana. This is a sta- 
tion on the Santa Fe Railroad. The 
town is composed of several merchan- 
dise stores, a postofiice, a mar 
school, town hall, a livery sta and « 
number of homes. There are also a 
lumber yard and several king- 
houses located along the lroad. 

Sultana is 
much of the surrounding country. 
Last year sixty-nine carloads of water- 
melons were packed and shipped from 
this place. The grape crop, however, 
is the most important, and last sea- 
son over eighty carloads were shipped. 
The town is named after the Sultana 
seedless grape, which grows to per- 
fection in the immediate vicinity. 

There has recently been set out 3 
large acreage of citrus trees in this 
district, but it will take some time 
for these to come into bearing. The 
1911 orange crop sent out from Sul- 
tana amounted to about twenty car- 
loads. 

The water conditions about Sultana 
are very good, and realty values here 
are about the same as those given for 
Orosit. The town is on the main irri- 
gating canal of thé Alta ditch system. 

Several persons living close to Sul- 
tana have succeeded in growing Turk- 
ish tobacco on their ranches. This is 
a valuable crop, for it is almost impos- 
sible to grow Turkish tobacco in any 
other part. of the United States. Re- 
peated experiments in the Southern 
Gulf States have demonstrated that 
the weed will not do well there and its 
successful culture here 
self be sufficient to warrant an exten- 
sive industry being tmmediately cre- 
ated.

KOLA NUT SUPERSTITIONS. 


Still Used Among the African Tribes 


fection. 


[Chicago News:] In the parts of 
Africa where it grows the kola nut is 
much esteemed by the natives.on ac- 
count of its stimulating and other 
properties, and it occupies a large 
place in African legends, as well as 
in ceremonies and cults. Those tribes 
have been aware of its power as a 
stimulant from time immemorial, and 
it is also used as a remedy for marsh 
fever and many other maladies. M. 
P. Guerin of the Paris College of 
Pharmacy, brings out a number of 
curious customs in which the kola nut 
figures. It is used as a pledge of 
friendship or affection, as an offering 
to fetich men, and also as money or 
for paying tribute. In the Bambara 
and other regions a young man sends 
a basket of white and red kola nuts 
to the father of a voung woman whom 
he desires to marry. If the father 
consents he keeps all the nuts, but if 
not, he keeps the white ones and re- 
turns the red. 

The kola tree is much respected. 
M. Chevalier says that he wished to 
secure some very fine flowers from a 
kola tree growing in a small village, 
but the chief did not dare to allow 
him before assembling some of the 
old men and other principal persons, 
and even then none of them would 
pluck the flowers. They allowed him 
to do so, but said that this would 
bring him bad tuck. Among the 
Bagas a tree is planted at each birth 
or notable occasion. In the Diorugu 
region, when a chief goes through the 
ceremony of naming his child he 


plants a kola tree, and this afterward 
belongs to the child.

Roosevelt, the leader of the insurgents, with his usual vigor and lack of re- 
straint, jumped on these treaties with both feet and prevented their ratifica-

Seating Congressmen, 
ECONSTRUCTION 
HALL OF HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—[Special 
to Brooklyn Eagie.] The commission 
on reconstruetion of the Hall of the 
House of Representatives has been 
holding meetings recently, but has not 
yet decided how the increased mem- 
bership of the lower branch of Con- 
gress will be cared for after March 
4, 1913. 

There are several propositions be- 
fore the commission, the most elab- 
orate of which provides for rebuild- 
ing of the entire hall. For this pur- 
pose Congress made an appropria- 
tion of $350,000 at the time the com- 
mission was created. The plan for 
reconstructing the hall calls for a 


rooms. There is a good deal of op- 
position to this scheme, which is felt 
by many to be inconsistent with the 
steady growth of the House in mem- 
bership. 3 
The commission consists of Speak- 
er Clark, Representative Joseph G. 
Cannon, Samuel W. McCall, James R.

Sherley and former Representative 
William M. Howard. 
The present hall of the House cov- 
ers an area of about 9400 square feet, 
while the reduced hall would cover 
only about 6000, notwithstanding the 
fact that seats have to be provided 
for forty-two additional members. 
The present membership ot the 
House is 391, and in the next Con- 
gress it will be 435, including the new 
members from New Mexico and Ari- 
zona.

One of the arguments in favor of a 
smaller hall has been that it would 
facilitate debate and that members 
could be heard more easily in all 
parts of the chambet. 

But when the commission came to 
consider the acoustics of the present 
House it found that they were amaz- 
ingly good. There is not the slightest 
difficulty in a member being heard 
from all parts of the chamber, includ- 
ing the galleries, if he speaks in a 
reagonably loud tone of volce and if 
the Speaker preserves order. The 
members of the commission them- 
selves were unable to recall any per- 
sonal difficulty they had in trying to 
reach the ears of their fellow-Repre- 
sentatives. 
So excellent are the acoustics of the 
House chamber that for a long time it 
was supposed they were more of an 
accident than anything else. The 
south wing of the Capitol was begun 
in 1851 and the House has been ac- 
cupying its present chamber since 
January 4, 1859. This wing was con- 
structed under the direction of Thomas 
U. Walter, then the architect of the 
Capitol. 

Some time ago Prof. Sabin 
made an elaborate investigation of the 
acoustics of the hall of the House. 
He used delicate instruments and 
conducted a part of his experiments 
in the middle of the night, when he 
could be assured of absolute cessation 
of other noises. He declared to Superin- 
tendent Elliott Woods that the acous- 
tics of the House were superior to 
those of any similar hall in the world, 
so far as his knowledge went. He 
also was of the opinion that this must 
have beén largely accidental, because 
the science of acoustics was not much 
developed at the middle of the last 
century. 

Mr. Woods became curious as to 
this and hunted up some old notebooks 
of Mr. Walter. In them he found that 
the architect of the, hall of the House 
had developed a great deal of thought 
and study to its acoustic properties 
and had considered various methods 
of preventing annoying echoes and of 
so arranging the ceiling and other 
features of the chamber that a hu- 
man voice would carry into all parts 
of it. 

The present chamber ts exactly as 
it was originally built, save for fre- 
quent redecoration and refurnishing. 
For a long time it.was considerably 
larger than the membership of thd 
House required. Now it is comfort- 
ably filled under the present style of 
seating. 

History points to the fact that the 
House of Representatives is a body of 
steady and rapid growth in member- 
ship. Only once has its membership 
been reduced. Asa result of the next 
reapportionment it probably will be 
etill larger.

House of Commons has 670 members. 
Some prophets who look far into the 
future believe the day will come when 
the lower branch of the American 


Congress will have a membership of 


1000. 

There its a good deal of sentimental 
opposition to doing away with the 
chamber which has been occupied by 
the House now for fifty-three years. 
An alternative plan is to retain the 
present hall, but rearrange the seats. 


A new style of desk would be pro- 


vided, about a foot narrower than the 
present one, but equally as wide. On 
either side of the chamber would be 
larger desks for the use of the ma- 
jority and minority leaders. This new 
seating plan would provide for wider 
aisles at the side and rear. Partic- 
ularly in the rear ts a wider aisle 
needed, for the present one becomes 
greatly congested whenever tellers are 
ordered in the House. 

When tellers are ordered in the 
English House of Commons the 
members are counted as they pass 
through the lobby and there is no 
confusion or delay. But in our House 
the tellers stand at the head of the 
center aisle, directly in front of the 
Speaker's desk, and as the members 
pass between them they go up the 
aisle to the rear and disperse to their 
seats. The aisle in the rear of the 
seats, however, ig so narrow that there 
is always a jam of members during 
a count by tellers, with a resultant 
amount of disorder. 

Another problem presented by the 
plan of rebuilding the hall of the 
House is the question of time. Only 
during a long recess of Congress can 
the work be done, and even then it 
would be a night and day job. Super- 
intendent Woods has estimated that 
two months of preliminary work will 
be necessary, followed by five months 
of actual work of reconstruction. 

If the present Congress adjourns by 
the middle of June there will then 
be practically only five months’ in- 
terval before it meets for the winter 
session in December. It is out of 
the question to do the work this sum- 
and it is not, as a matter of 
fact, necessary. The present Con- 
gress will expire on March 4, 1913, 
and there will then be a nine months’ 
interval before the new Congress 
meets, providing there be no extra 
session. But extra sessions have been 
so frequent in recent years that it 
is taken for granted that the new 
President is likely to call one for 
some such purpose as tariff revision 
soon after he assumes office.

If this faint 
object is the nova itself, its bright- 
ness must have increased 15,000 fold 
in the course of a few days. 

It is possible that a sudden blazing 
out of a star in the heavens is caused 
by the meeting of an old and dark 
star with a meteoric cloud. The col- 
lision and friction of the meteors of 
the cloud may heat the cold star to 
incandescence, or may merely weaken 
its crust and enable the imprisoned 
gases to rush out. Some astronomers 
think it more probable that the out- 
burst is caused by the near approach 
of two dark suns, the enormous gravi- 
tational pull which results tearing 
apart the crust of one of the stars 
and thus enabling the hot, inner ma- 
terial to escape as before. Still oth- 
ers believe that the wonderful bril- 
liance is due to an explosive outburst 
in the body of a slowly-shrinking star, 
and that no outside influence need be 
imagined to account for it. What the

The popular mind regards the cliff 
dweller as an individual peculiar to 
this part of the world. This view is 
not correct, for China knows him 
well, as do India and Arabia. His 
strange habitations are found in 
equatorial Africa and civilized, mod- 
ern Germany and France. 

In Northern Mexico there is a tribe 
of Indians, true, primeval! cliff dwell- 
ers, whose homes lie within the walls 
of a canyon of such dizzy heights as 
are customarily chosen for the nests 
of eagles. These people are the Tara- 
humaris, the cave dwellers of the 
Papigochoo River, in the heart of 
the Sterra Madre. Their village, ac- 
commodating from 9000 to 12,000 
people, is absolutely out of reach of 
the world. The country about is so 
arid and mountainous that the canyon 
is almost inaccessible. The inclines 


‘leading to them are in many cases so 


precipitous that it would be a dan- 
serous undertaking for the average 
man to attempt to climb them. But 
the Tarahumaris, with the agility of 
a life’s training, brave them with no

These people exercise their in- 
genuity to the point of walling up the 
front of their caverns, but beyond this 
have done little for themselves save 
in the supplying of a few rude bake 
ovens with shelves for holding primi- 
tive cooking utensils. Light is admit- 
ted to the cave by means of an aper- 
ture at the top of the wall. d 
In appearance these people are tall 
and muscular. Their complexion is 
dark, even for American Indtans. 
Their hatr is long; black, straight and 
stringy, and is worn hanging down 
their backs. The children run naked 
and the adults make only a slight im- 
provement upon this condition. The 
one most noticeable feature in con- 
nection with the character of these 
savages and the one which has done 
most to keep them in their retarded 
state of culture is their extreme timid- 
ity. They fear the sight of a white 
man and hide within their caves at 


that if they keep themselves out of 
sight their existence will never be 
known. 

The Tarahumaris are a branch of a 
large family of cliff dwellers who once 
inhabited the regions of Arizona, Col- 
orado and Northern Mexico. By death 
and ,migration the family has been 
broken up until these few people are 
practically the only survivors who 
have retained the original type and 
who adhere to the old customs and 
traditions. 

Along the boundary line of the Mex- 
ican States of Chihuahua and Sonora, 
in Northern Mexico, ruins of homes 
are found in the river valleys. These 
silent villages are most numerous 
where the soll is richest. In regions 
where there was not sufficient natural 
water supply, ditches and terraces for 
irrigation have been dug. On the 
crests of the hilltops the crumbling 
remnants of old fortresses are found, 
an evidence of the warlike disposition 
of its prehistoric inhabitants. 

When one hunts for the weird and 
unusual among such scenes he is 
‘usually amply rewarded for his labor. 
There is always a tinge of awe con- 
nected with any relic of the past age. 
Such things as hatchets and cooking 
utensils lose their commonplaceness 
when one realizes that they were 
formed by the hands of people who 
lived hundreds of years ago and were 
used-in their daily life. 

At Casa Blanca of the Canyon de 
Chelly, a branch of the San Juan Val- 
ley in Northeast Arizona, two skele- 
tons were a short time ago found bur- 
fed in a pentagonally-shaped cyst.

man. The River Loire furnishes many 
examples of these modern cave dwell- 


ers in civilized countries. Many 
of these have in modern times had 
| dwellings built in front of them and 
are now used for storage. This is 
by no means true of all, and many a 
snug cliff dwelling is today the abode 
of a French peasant. In the time of 
Caesar the caverns of Dordogne, 
France, were most populous and re- 
mained so throughout the middle ages. 
Tours, France, probably offers the 
best examples of modern inhabited 
cave dwellings in that country. 

In the southern part of Germafy, 
overlooking Lake Constance, is a 
series of famous and unexplained cave 
dwellings, known as the Heidenlocher. 
These caves have been excavated in a 
cliff which rises perpendicularly from 
the lake about thirty feet from the 
water level. A narrow path former! 
skirted the shore and from it en- 
trance was gained by means of lad- 
ders. The present approach is by 
stone steps along the face of the cliff, 
the former stairs being badly disin- 
tegrated. 

There was at one time a large num- 
er of these caves, consisting of a se- 
ries of rooms, chambers, cellars and 
niches connected with one another by 
hallways and stairs. Some of the 
rooms have arched and others flat 
ceilings. Some are elaborately adorne: 
with columns, pilasters and cornices. 
Others are quite simple in design. 
Most of these contain stone benches, 
niches and openings for doors and 
windows. In parts of the cliff niches 
and rifts are to be seen, which are 
probably the remains of a former cave 
dwelling. At present there are only 
seven of these caves, a great many 
having recenly been destroyed by the 
construction of a road. 

There is no historical information 
extant regarding the Heidenlocher. 
Nothing has ever been found within 
them which furnished a working 
basis for establishing the race of the 
people which built and lived within 
them, their age or the purpose of 
their construction. 

Among the oases of the Sahara 
desert, in northern Africa, there are 
two distinctive types of dwellings 
whose counterparts are used exten- 
sively throughout the southwestern 
part of the United States. These are 
cliff dwellings in connection with pit 
rooms and underground villages. This 
similarity of structure is largely due 
to the climatic resemblance existing 
between the two regions. Both are 
extremely hot and subject to fierce 
rain and sand storms, which make 
subterranean caverns almost indis- 
pensable.

All open into a sunken court 
which is a common gathering place 
for the inhabitants, in which most 
of the household work is performed. 
The excavated chambers are used as 
sleeping rooms, and are arranged one 
above another. Many of them are 
elaborately adorned with pictures, 
rugs and furniture; others are almost 
bare. Entrance fs gained to this vil- 
lage by means of subterranean tun- 
nels slanting upward, which are large 
enough’ for passage of man and beast. 
Villages of this type are not uncom- 
mon throughout the arid deserts of 
Tunis. Some of them are entirely 
below the earth's surface; others are 
partly above ground. 

In volcanic regions high, 
pointed cones sometimes result when 
the softer stone is rounded away from 
some more durable lava rock. Thus 
is a pillar of stone left standing. high 
above the surrounding country. Into 
these, like so many woodpeckers, have 
the cliff dwellers drilled themselves 
caves. The rock of which these cones 
are formed is easily worked with 
rude implements, so that rooms may 
be excavated in it in a comparatively 
short time. 

In Asia Minor the same thing has 
happened, and cones ve been 
found whose interiors are honey- 
combed with small chambers. These 
are reached by means of circular 
stone stairs resembling round tunnels. 
Cases have been known where nine 
or ten stories were thus connected, 
though the average height of these 
ancient apartment-houses was about 
four or five stories. The floors sep- 
arating them were usually thick 
enough to hold any weight that might 
rest upon them, though occasionally 
they have given away, forming a 
lofty chamber. Many of them have 
porticos which are obviously of later 
construction than the dwellings them- 
selves, as indicated by Greek or Ro- 
man arches or columns. =

Spain and Germany caves are appro 
priated by vagabonds and roving 
bands of gypsies, while in the Fat 
East they are occupiéd by priests and 
mystics. So today is the handwork of 
a prehistoric people being utilized te 
meet modern neeas. 

The cave dwellings found in the old 
world are much more ornamental ané 
highly developed architecturally than 
those of the new. Many of the rock 
temples of Egypt, China and India are 
examples of great skill and expert 
ness in rock cutting.

WHAT IT COSTS. 


Over a million dollars will de ex- 
pended this season in transcontinental 
touring, according to a compilation 
made by the American Automobile As- 
sociation’s touring information bu- 
reau, which has its national headquar- 
ters at No. 437 Fifth avenue, New 
York. The figures are surprising, es- 

Ally since transcontinental! touring 


rapidity. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that 600 cars, with an average 
of four persons to a car, will go across 
the country by the “Trail to Sunset“ 
this year, and their estimated ex- 
penses, based on careful investigations 
and past experience, will be as fol- 
lows: Gasoline, $55,000; oil, $15,000; 
tires, $180,000; garage expense, $15,- 
000; equipment for car, $25,000; 
equipment for passengers, $60,000; 
hotel bilis, $320,000; incidentals, pur- 
chase of souvenirs, $30,000; return 
railroad fares, $260,000; freight on re- 
turn of cara, $75,000. 

This makes a total of $1,025,000, 
which is enough to interest even the 
transcontinental railways, for the fares 
of returning passengers and freight of 
their cars will amount to about 8325, 
000. No estimate is made of the 
money spent by the tourists while on 
the Pacific Coast. Of course, there is 
some depreciation in cars, and many 
new machines are bought for the spe- 
cific purpose of transcontinental trips. 
It is a certainty that the number of 
cars making this trip will increase by 
leaps and bounds each year, as road 
conditions improve. ork is being 
done all along the route this year to 
better road conditions. 

Perhaps the figures quoted are not 
so surprising, after all, in view of the 
fact that Dr. F. L. Bartlett, good 
roads director of the Denver Chamber 
of Commerce, states that 6000 auto- 
mobiles visited his State in 1911, and 
that they left no less than $2,700,000 
in that Commonwealth. Verily, the 
slogan, “See America First,” is grow- 
ing to a healthy volume, and it will 
come to pass that Europe will feel 
the diminishing of the golden stream 
of dollars, as in course of time a citi- 
zen who goes abroad to travel, with- 
out first knowing his own country, 
will be counted a mighty poor Amer- 
ican indeed.
